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INTRODUCTION. 


^nr^  H  E  defign  of  this  publication  is  an  accurate 
difplay  of  Coats  of  Arms,  borne  by  the  No- 
bility and  Gentry  of  the  county  of  Glocejler. — 
Thefe  are  arranged  in  three  divifions;  in  the  firft, 
thofe  Arms  that  are  prefixed  to  Sir  Robert  Atkins's 
Hiftory,  of  the  edition  of  1712,  which  included 
the  moft  refpeftable  families  of  that  age.  From 
what  documents  thefe  were  coUefted,  we  are  not 
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informed,  for  in  the  courfe  of  that  work  no  Arms 
are  recorded  as  the  decoration  of  houfes,  windows^ 
or  fepulchral  monuments. 

As  tranfmitted,  they  are  faithfully  inferted  ;  not, 
we  truft,  without  propriety,  as  an  interefting  part 
of  a  County  Hiftorv,  which  owes  not  its  prefent 
vahie  folely  to  its  fcarcenefs,  but  as  being  the  pro- 
duction of  a  man  eminentl)-  converfant  in  the  lo- 
cal hiflory  of  his  country,  and  of  that  province 
in  particular,  where  his  poffefTions  and  influence 
were  fo  extenfive. 

In  point  of  accurac}',  he  was  certainly  deficient, 
fo  far  as  it  refpecled  the  ftate  of  parochial  afi'airs 
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in  his  own  time  ;  but  in  his  accounts  of  the  earher 
gradations  of  property,  as  his  fources  of  intelli- 
gence were  the  grand  records  of  the  nation,  he 
was  comprehenfive  and  exaft.  To  extenuate  the 
firft  charge  of  negligence^  we  muft  confider,  that  his 
eminent  ftation  precluded  the  labour  of  perfonal 
inveftigation,  and  aftual  furvey.  Much  was  left 
to  cafual  information  ;  and  where  report  is  adopted 
without  examination,  there  muft  neceffarily  be 
error. — It  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve,  that 
it  is  much  more  eafy  to  correft  his  errors,  than 
improve  his  plan  by  a  total  alteration;  and  the 
more  ready  way  to  doubt,  than  to  invalidate  his 
authorities. 
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In  the  year  1779,  Mr.  Rudder,  of  Cirencejler, 
publifhed,  according  to  propofals,  a  "  New  Hif- 
toiy  of  GloceJlerJ}iire"  as  an  improvement  on  Sir 
Robert's  plan,  as  including  Arms,  monumental  In- 
fcriptions,  Genealogies,  and  Memoirs,  deduced  to 
that  period,  and  not  to  be  found  in  the  former  work. 
How  far  he  has  excelled  the  firfl  Hiftory,  it  is  not  ne- 
ceflaryto  enquire. — With  his  Heraldry  all  our  bufi- 
nefs  reds.  None  of  the  Arms  which  he  has  regifter- 
ed  are  engraven,  which  fuggefted  the  idea  of  exhi- 
biting them  emblazoned,  as  alphabetically  arrang- 
ed in  his  index.   This  conftitutes  the  fecond  part. 

The   third  divifion   comprifes  fuch  Arms  as  are 
not  in  either  hiftory  of  the  county,  and  fuch  only 
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who  have  generoufly  encouraged  this  attempt. 
The  Editor  hopes  that  none  will  be  difpleafed  at 
the  omiffion  of  Coats  of  Arms  not  duly  certified, 
as  he  cannot  prefume  to  interfere  with  the  juft  and 
anciently  eftablifhed  rights  of  the  College  of  Arms. 

A  full  difquifition  of  the  fubje6l  of  Heraldry 
will  not  be  expefted.  That  it  was  introduced 
during  the  Crufades,  as  furnifhing  badges  of  dif- 
tin6lion  to  Knights  and  Efquires,  is  a  matter  of 
general  notoriety.  To  form  fome  conclufion  in 
what  proportion  thefe  honors  were  diftributed, 
an  account  is  fubjoined  (for  the  gratification  of 
the  curious)  of  the  names  of  thofe  Knights  of  this 
C 
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county,  who  ferved  in  the  army  of  King  Henry  III. 
about  a  century  after  the  more  general  introduc- 
tion of  Heraldry  into  this  kingdom.  This  lift,  in 
the  French  of  that  age,  is  copied  verbatim  from 
a  manufcript  authenticated  and  publifhed  in  the 
Antiquarian  Repertory.

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In  the  Bo'dkan  Library,   MSS.    Dodfworth,  is  a 

Lift  of  the  fame  kind,  certified  in  the  fecond  of 
Edward  IL  1309,  in  which  many  of  thefe  names 
occur,  and  the  whole  number  is  encreafed  to  eighty. 

Though  it  might  now  be  difficuk  to  defcribe 
what  property  thefe  individually  held  in  this  coun- 
ty, yet  we  may  well  conclude,  that  fome  good  reafon 
may  be  alledged  why  they  fhould  be  attributed  to 
GloceJlerJIiire,  in  an  account  of  their  fello\v  Knights 
of  every  province  in  the  nation.  But  thefe  are 
matters  of  antiquarian  refearch,  rather  than  imme- 
diately connefted  with  our  prefent  fubje6l  *.

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in  thofe  wars  by  the  bearers  of  them.  We  are 
told  by  Guillim,  that  the  Fleur  de  Lis  was  worn  as 
an  enfign  by  thofe  who  had  done  military  fervices 
in  either  invafion  of  France  by  the  Englijh. — The 
Garh  or  Sheaf  is  a  charge  peculiar  to  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry  of  Chejhire,  as  being  the  cognizance 
of  Gilbert  le  Grojvenour,  nephew  of  Hugh  Lupus, 
eftablifhed  as  the  firft  Count  Palatine  by  William 
the  Conqueror,  and  is  ufually  borne  by  families 
conne6led  with  that  count}-. 

Bezants  were  firft  borne  by  the  foldiers  of  the 
Holy  Wars,  being  the  current  coin  of  Byzantium 
(the  modern  Confiantinopk)  with  which  the  fti- 
pends  of  the  army  were  difcharged. 
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The  Mullet  is  properly  the  rowel  of  a  fpiir,  (from 
the  French  MoletteJ,  and  not  a  ftar  of  five  points. 
The  EJloik  is  ufually  radiated.  Mullets  were 
borne  by  thofe  of  knightly  houfes,  particularly 
when  of  gold. 

Martlets,  as  birds  of  pafTage,  were  ufed  by  fo- 
reigners of  all  nations  fettled  here  ;  but  particu- 
larly by  the  defcendants  of  thofe  who  attended  the 
vi6lorious  William. 

Annulets  were  granted  in  coat  armour  to  thofe 

who  were  in  confidence,  or  entrufled  with  efpecial 

commiffions  by  the  King :  the   Annulet  or  Ring 

being  the  gage  of  the  royal  favour  and  prote6lion.

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Ejcallops  were  the  peculiar  badge  of  thofe  who 
had  performed  religious  pilgrimages  to  the  Holy 
Sepulchre  on  Mount  Calvary,  The  Pilgrims  or 
Palmers  were  diftinguifhed  from  other  Religious 
by  their  Cockle  or  Efcallop  worn  in  the  hat,  and 
their  Potent,  an  ancient  word  fignifying  a  Crutch, 
in  ^vhich  fenfe  we  read  it  in  Chaucer, 

"  So  eld  that  fhce  ne  went 

"  Afootc,  but  it  were  by  Potent," 

From  hence  a  kind  of  faftitious  Fur  was  invented, 
refembling  the  Heads  of  Crutches  oppofed  to  each 
other,  called  Potent  Counter -Potent. 

Crejcents  are  faid  by  fome  writers  to  allude  to 
vi6lories  over  the  Turks ;   and  defcribed  by  others 
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as  being  adopted  by   the  fecond  houfes  of  great 
families,  or  by  men  who  have  become  eminent 
from  mean  origin. 

Several  reafons  are  given  why  the  arms  of 
Females  fhould  be  difplayed  on  a  Lozenge  or  Fu- 
fil*. — The  Lozenge  is  now  more  generally  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  a  Cufhion  of  that  fhape,  and 
the  Fufil  is  evidently  the  Spindle  ufed  in  fpin- 
ning,  both  demonftrative  of  the  fedentary  em- 
ployments of  women. 

Of  the  more  common  ordinaries,  the  derivation 
is  more  eafily  afcertained.     The  Bc7id  was  a  Safh

their  diminutives,  when  borne  in  greater  number 
in  the  fame  efcutcheon. 

The  difhonorable  ordinaries,  or  abatements  of 
honour,  \vere  a  Delph,  a  Pomt  Dexter,  a  Pomt  in 
Point,  2L  Point  Champion,  a  Point  Plain,  a  Gore  Sinijler, 
and  two  Gnjfets*.  The  laws  of  chivaliy,  which 
had  ever  the  redrefs  of  injuries,  and  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  juft  rights,  as  their  invariable  objeft,  ap-

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pointed  thefe  abatements,  as  a  punifhment  of  delin- 
quency againft  the  military  code,  or  the  common 
good  of  fociety. — But  abatements  were  ufually 
confined  to  military  offences,  fuch  as  killing  pri- 
foners  during  capitulation,  revoking  a  challenge, 
or  flying  colours ;  and  even  for  flighter  faults,  as 
intemperate  boafting,  or  criminal  neglecl  of  difci- 
pline.  In  cafes  of  treafon,  the  Efcutcheon  was  totally 
reverfed.  When  the  peace  of  private  families  was 
invaded  by  adultery  or  rape,  the  delinquent  was 
forced  to  bear  the  Inefcutcheon  reverfed,  or  the 
Gujfets,  as  a  badge  of  his  infamy. — In  every  inflance 
of  armorial  degradation,  the  Metals,  being  in  them- 
felves  fpecifically  noble,  could  not  be  borne  as 
emblazoning  the  difgraceful  charges,  \vhich  were 
H 
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required  to  be  either  Sanguine  or  Tenne,  colours 
commonly  ufed  to  fignify  difhonor.  It  would  be 
repugnant  to  thole  principles  of  juftice,  which 
were  the  charafteriftic  of  chivalry,  to  fuppofe  that 
this  Stigma  was  ever  tranfmitted  to  pofterity.  The 
punifhment  was  merely  perfonal,  and  proportioned 
in  point  of  duration  to  the  nature  of  the  offence. 
On  which  account  we  hardly  know  that  fuch  or- 
dinaries were  ever  ufed  ;  indeed,  in  the  prefent 
Ifate  of  a  fcience  fo  obfolete,  they  muft  univerfally 
fail  of  their  intended  effe«5l. 

From  the  enthufiaftic  love  of  equity  and  honor, 
that  marked  the  darker  ages,  the  fpirit  of  chi\'alry 
arofe.     Its  general  influence  and  romantic  motives 
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are  attributed  by  the  moderns  more  to  the  force  of 
the  imagination,  than  the  di6lates  of  found  judge- 
ment ;  and  as  produced  rather  by  general  barba- 
rifm,  than  partial  refinements. 

Upon  thefe  inftitutes,  the  fcience  of  Heraldry 
was  formed,  while  by  its  connexion  with  the  gra- 
phic art,  it  could  add  external  ornament  to  the 
Meritorious,  by  delineations  of  rude  invention,  and 
fhapelefs  fplendour. —  Thefe  are  the  only  remains 
of  antiquity,  from  which  the  hand  of  modern  im- 
provement has  abftained.  And  who  would  wifh 
to  exchange  for  the  more  polilhed  inventions  of 
later  times,  Devices,  which  have  ever  been  regarded 
with  a  kind  of  religious  veneration  ?

We  might  enlarge  this  digreffion,  but  are  un- 
willing to  obtrude  on  thofe  that  know,  or  to  weary 
the  patience  of  thofe  who  are  ignorant  of  this 
particular  fcience. 

In  the  later  centuries,  Arms*  were  more  gene- 
ral, becaufe  moft  men  of  property,  without  mi- 
litary acquirements,  pretended  to  them.  In  the 
year  1484,  King  Richard  the  Third  eftablifhed  the 
College  of  Arms,  on  its  prefent  foundation,  inverting 
them  with  full  powers  of  fummoning  thofe  that

This 
privilege  multiplied  the  figures  of  courfe,  and  va- 
ried the  differences.  Forms  of  every  defcription 
in  the  infancy  of  the  graphic  art,  without  any  exa6l 
refemblance,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  fpecimens 
now  remaining,  were  univerfally  introduced. 

The  creation  was  exhaufted  in  the  reprefenta- 
tion  of  the  different  parts  of  it,  and  to  gothic 
fancy  alone  we  owe  the  introduftion  of  Gryphons^ 
Mermaids,  Wyverns,  and  Harpies.  Every  inven- 
tion of  art,  whether  military  or  mechanic,  has 
been  at  one  time  or  other  a  badge  of  heraldic 
I 
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honor.  When  the  Arms  referred  abfolutely  to 
furnames,  they  were  called  by  the  French,  Les 
Armes  parlantes, — Canting  or  punning  Arms, — and 
thefe,  though  fome  ancient  precedents  exift,  were 
not  common  'till  the  commencement  of  the  fe- 
\enteenth  centur\',  when  they  prevailed  under  the 
aufpices  of  King  James.  This  circumftance  proves 
moft  of  them  to  be  of  modern  date. 

''  The  hereditary  ufe  of  Arms  was  not  efta- 
blifhed  till  the  reign  oi  Henry  III.  The  laft  Earls 
of  Chejter,  the  Ouinceys,  Earls  of  Wmchejler,  and  the 
Lacies,  Earls  of  Lincoln,  varied  ftill  the  father  from 
the  fon." — The  Veres  and  Berkeleys  altered  their  pa- 
ternal Coats,  when  "  they  had  taken  up  the  Crofs," 
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the  phrafe  of  that  day  for  engaging  in  the  Holy- 
Wars.  Gentlemen  at  that  time  ufually  bore  the 
Arms  (or  at  leaft  the  principal  ordinary  of  them) 
of  thofe  Noblemen  or  Knights  from  whom  they 
held  lands  in  fee,  or  under  whofe  banner  they 
fought.  We  find  in  Camden  [Remains,  p.  214) 
that  Huhertus  de  Burgo,  Earl  of  Kent,  who  bore  for 
his  Arms,  "  Gules  feven  lozenges  vaire,"  granted 
lands  at  Elmore,  in  this  county,  to  Anjelmus  de 
Guife,  2d  of  Edward  I.  1274  ;  whereupon  the  faid 
Anfelmus  bare  the  fame  Coat,  with  a  canton  or, 
charged  with  a  mullet  pierced  fable,  for  difference*.
